An Act further to amend tne Aimy and Air Force (Disposal of 
Pnvate P,voperty) Act, 1950 and the Navy Act, 1957. 

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Twenty-first Year of the 
Republic of India as follows: — 

1. This Act may be called the Army, Air Force and Naval Law Short 
(Amendment) Act, 1970. title, 


2. In section 10 of the Army and Air Force (Disposal of Private Amend- 
Property) Act, 1950, for the words “five thousand”, the words “ten mentof
